WASHINGTON (UPI)—The Uni­ 
ted States was reported ready to­ 
day to offer Russia a firm guar­ 
antee against any increase in 
German military might if the 
Kremlin will agree to reunifica­ 
tion of Germany under free elec­ 
tions. 
The guarantee might well in­ 
clude a Western agreement to go 
to the aid of Russia if it should 
ever be attacked by resurgent 
German militarism, which 
the 
Russians profess to fear. 
High officials sai l they believe 
that mounting unrest in Soviet-oc­ 
cupied East Germany has reached 
the point where a cericus explo­ 
sion is a definite possibility.

2-Way Talk 


To Atlas Set 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Space 
scientists will attempt today to 
establish two-way communications 
with the giant new Atlas satellite 
spinning around the earth. 
If all goes well, they plan to 
send the shiny American moon a 
New Yecfr’s message for Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower for rebroacast to 
the world. 
The 
Pullman - sized satellite, 
which U'hered In a new era in 
communications, a l r e a d y has 
“talked” back by broadcasting 
President Eisenhower’s Christmas 
wish of “peace on earth and good 
will toward men everywhere.” 
But the Defense Department 
said that the first effort to send 
information to the satellite for rc- 
broadcast to earth would be made 
today. 
Circles Every 10 Minutes 
The President’s Christmas mes­ 
sage was recorded and placed 
aboard the satellite—an Atlas In­ 
tercontinental Ballistic Missile — 
before it waj blasted off by the 
Air Force from Cape Canaveral, 
Fla., Thursday. 
The 8,500 to 8,700-pound satel­ 
lite was circling the earth every 
100 minutes in another dramatic 
demonstration of America’s abil­ 
ity to regain the space lead from 
Russia.
